The Packers' Monopoly. 


An investigation that should be of wide interest outside the 


circle of those directly concerned is being conducted by the 
federal buredu of markets, which is looking' into theyegnditions 
under which the cattle raisers-of the West are obflgid to sell 
th'e'ir stock. It is claimed that the markets;in whicli-the cattle- 
men, have to : sell are strictly non-competitive, that the prices 
are fixed by the packers and that the farmers do not get their 
fair'share of. what consumers pay for meat. 
. This is not a new complaint, .though it may be coming in 
greater volume than ever before. 
But for many years there 


has been, a conviction on the part of the cattle growers that 
they were completely at the mercy of the packers. 
Eastern 


people visiting relatives in the West engaged in raising cattle 
for •market have been told ho\y the packers control the prices, 
and thai it is practically impossible for the cattlemen to hav.e 
anything to say about the price they shall receive for their

'The investigation has disclosed the fact that declines in the 


price of stock on the hoof are -seldom accompanied by declines 
in the price of meals'sold to consumers, -while in many in- 
stances retail prices of meat have advanced while the price of, 
stock was detUning. The conclusion has been reached — and! 
it. is apparently justified — that "there is no relation between! 
the price received .by the farmer or cattle grower for his live- 
stock and the price paid by the consumer at the same time for 
drfcssed meats and packing house products." 


.This control of the livestock markets' should be broken up 


if, possible, and it is to be hoped the investigation now in 
progress will result in action that will bring relief to the cattle 
growers. 
It is not probable that anything that can be done 


will materially affect the retail price of. meat, but the 'danger-is. 
(hat 
if (his grinding' of (he farmers and .cattlemen continues 


many of them will be driven" out 'of 'the business of raising 
meat animals, which would mean a shortening of the supply 
and a consequent raising of retail prices through the law of 
supply and demand. 
'

It is simply a case of monopoly, and a monopoly that should 


be.pulverized if it is in the power of the government to do so. 
The fact that farmers are getting better prices than they for- 
merly did does not cover the case. The important fact is that 
the packers stand between producers and consumers and rob 
both with the same greedy hand. It is time the practice should 
be stopped, and it is to be hoped that the government forces 
will be found equal to the occasion.-
